per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916-17, 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney, in April were valued 
at £3,904,116.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for April show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,897,776, or £238,424 more than in April of 
last year—an increase of 14-3 per cent. During the ten months ended 
30th April, the revenue was £15,731,000, being £445,022, or 2:9 per 
cent. more than in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

On the 30th April, 1918, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £3,024,576. 


Gold Production,—The gold yield during April, 1918, was 7,403 oz. crude, 
equal to 6,973 oz. fine, valued at £29,620, and showed an increase of 
2,040 oz. fine, and £8,664 in value, compared with April of last year. 
The value of the gold produced during the four months was £113,106, 
and showed a decrease of 786 oz. fine, and £3,339 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 3lst March shows 
that in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £164,649, and the expenditure by £91,662. 
During the period there was a decrease of 342,325 train miles run, but 
the additional passengers carried numbered 1,103,046. Relatively the 
earnings increased by Is. 3}d.and the expenditure by 9d. per train mile. 

The total earnings of all lines of Tramways, during the quarter, 
amounted to £563,937, and the working expenses to £395,539, leaving 
a surplus of £168,398. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in April, 1918, prices were 35:3 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; 0-4 per cent. higher thanin April, 1917; and 0-7 per cent. 
lower than in the preceding month, March, 1918. 
Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
April, 1918, 66°2 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 2-9 per cent. 
cheaper than in April, 1917 ; and 2-7 per cent, lower than in March, 
1918. Compared with the previous month, prices of meat declined from 
4d. to 3d. per lb, 
The most notable increases occurred in prices of eggs, blue, and 
, oatmeal ; cheese and kerosene also rose, while lower rates were observed 
' for potatoes, butter, bacon, coffee and starch.

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Land Selections.—During April, 71 applications were made for 42,965 
acres under the Crown Land Act; and 58,712 acres, representing 47 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the num- 
ber of applications has been 283, and the area applied for 167,085 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
lst January is 290,906 acres, representing 249 blocks. 


Meteorology.—During April beneficial rains were received over the whole 
of the western and south-eastern areas of New South Wales, the falls 
exceeding the average in the western and south-east and in scattered 
places in the north-east sections. Four distinct rainstorms, one each 
week, operated during the period, mostly in the southern and eastern 
districts. Parts of the Central Division and coastal area were within 
scope of these storms, but the falls were particularly light. 


Varied temperatures were experienced generally, ranging from cold 
foggy nights, with frequent frosts on the high lands, to high readings at 
ggy nights, with freq the high lands, to hig 
various places within the Western Division. 


Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—April, 1918.—The births registered 
numbered 1,712, equal to 26:43 per 1,000 of population per annum ; 
of the total, 878 were males and 834 females. The rate is satisfactory, 
as it is 2 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 


The deaths numbered 637, namely, 345 males and 292 females, equal 
to a rate of 9°83 per 1,000 of population per annum. The mortality 
rate is satisfactory, being 3 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. The deaths were below the average in age-group under 
1 year, above the average in age-groups 1-4 and 65 years and over, and 
normal in age-group 5-64, 

The infantile mortality was 59:0 per 1,000 births, being 13 per cent, 
below the average for the month of April for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
April, 366 new buildings, as compared with 431 in April, 1917.
